| herewith submit the annual report. 


In general there should be evidence of a definite 
progress in our school organization each year. Bet- 
ter buildings and equipment, a higher standard of 
scholarship and a more thoroughly trained teaching 
personnel are some of the improvements sought. 
The support and co-operation which we have re- 
ceived in securing these ends of education have been 
very commendable. The problems involved in school 
betterment are in many instances exceedingly com- 
plex and difficult of solution. 

Regardless of the amounts expended for the up- 
keep of our schools we shall fall short of obtaining 
the best results if the working conditions are not 
satisfactory. The efficiency of the school depends 
largely upon the ability of the teacher employed. 
This means first of all a teacher adapted to the work. 
The proper training of our youth carries with it ser- 
ious responsibility. Tenure of position in teaching 
is as important as in any other profession. We can 
not afford to change teachers as frequently as we 
have in the past. This proceedure will inevitably 
lower the standard of any school. It requires long 
acquaintance with the field of work and particularly 
with the individual requirements of each pupil in 
order for the teacher to do the best work. 


Building Requirements

The loss of public school buildings ured in 
the State of Maine during the last few years has 

been relatively large. In addition to the expense of 

rebuilding in these days of greatly increased costs, 


there is the problem of suitably providing for the — 


education of the pupils until a new building has 
been erected. We are now confronted with the nec- 
essity of erecting a new building to replace the 
school house burned on the Bog Mill lot, early in 
the Fall Term. Arrangements have been made to 
have the pupils conveyed during the present school 
year to the Dearborn Hill and Chicopee Schools. 

Education in regard to fire hazards and fire pre- 
vention; also lessons in safety should be made a 
part of the course of instruction in our schools. 
Buildings should be erected with the plan of elimin- 
ating every possible risk. Protection of school prop- 
erty by insurance and equipment of buildings with 
fire extinguishers should be considered necessary 
wherever the fire hazard and location warrant the 
expense. The insuring of all school fuildings un- 
der the present high rates would mean a large an- 
nual expense. The buildings at Bar Mills and Bux- 
ton Center are protected by insurance. 


In building the aim should be to secure the type 
of school house whieh-will be most useful and ser- 
viceable and the kind of building needed according 
to local requirements. <A poorly lighted building 
will cause injury to the eyesight. A building with

~ Repairs 


“The cost of having the outbuildings attached at 
Groveville was nearly $500; which was the amount 
appropriated. The old building was in a very delap- 
idated condition. This work was completed accord- 
ing to the state blue print and specifications. The 
plan provides two entrances from the main room 
and complies with the law in every respect. 


At Chicopee the appearance of the school room 
has been-greatly improved by the excellent new steel 
ceiling. This ceiling has many advantages over 
plastering and wall board, and should prove very 
durable if the roof is kept in good repair. A smooth 
ceiling in a light tint is the best reflector of diffused 
daylight. 

_ It is desirable that further work be accomplished 

this year in standardizing the outbuildings accord- 

. ing to the provisions of the new law. Since these 
repairs must be made eventually, it seems desirable 
that some of this work should be done this year in 
order to escure good working conditions as soon as 
possible. The conditions at Dearborn Hill are such 
that repair work should be made this year or the 
school discontinued.

Conclusion 


-On the basis of the salaries paid in some of our 
small rural schools it is inevitable that we should de- 
pend upon high school graduates to fill some of 
these positions. Since many of our teachers are in- 
experienced it is essential that our schools be pro- | 
vided with up to date material and equipment which _ ) 
will be helpful to these teachers. This equipment 
~ should include books for professional reading, lib- ) 
rary reference works, and outlines of instruction 
for teachers. The teaching of Geography and His- 
tory will be made more thorough and accurate by 
use of new outline and political maps. The Hart- 
well Story Readings have been secured for the Ele- 
mentary Schools. Additional supplementary read- 
ers are needed. 


The Bar Mills School has been fortunate in se- 
curing two sets of reference books this year. An ex- 
cellent set of 15 volumes especially adapted for use 
in the upper grades has been secured through the 
kindly generosity of Miss Nora Archibald Smith. 
We appreciate the gift which makes better work 
possible and the interest in the welfare of our 
schools. Through the efforts of teachers and pupils 
money has been raised by an _ entertainment for 
school purposes. Such school activities are very 
commendable. The book of knowledge of 20 Vol- 
umes has been secured by the school. Half of the

‘There has been very little information available 
relative to. distinguished Maine citizens. It is hoped 
that the New book “JUST MAINE FOLKS” which 
has been secured for the schools will prove an inter- 
esting and helpful book. We should not neglect 
teaching important facts about our state. 

A new record book was made special for the 
high school by Smith & Sale of Portland. This book 
furnishes in a concise form a complete permanent 
record of the student while in school. This book is 
sufficiently large to contain the enrolment of many 
classes. 

A new illustrated reference work in Ancient 
History has been secured for the high school. This 
work should be helpful in securing a more compre- 
hensive knowledge of the subject. 

The Hanson Fund has been a very helpful re- 
source in providing additional facilities for the high 
school. Half of the annual interest from this fund 


or $100.00 was expended in part payment for the 
new piano secured for the high school. Much cred- 


it is due Max C. Harmon as Principal and the pupils 
—for the efforts which made the purchase of the 
piano possible.

Although 
Miss Hutchinson has never before taught in a High

The course of study is nearly the same as in 
previous years, although some changes have been 
made.
